Saving Silver at tbe Mint. 


Perhaps the most interesting scheme 


tor the recovery of waste silver at the 
local mint is'that applied to tbe uten- 
sils of the melting gang. Tbe big iron 
stirring rods, the dippers, the strainers 
and the ladles that come in contact 
with tbe molten metal are laid aside at 
Intervals and sent down stairs, 
They 


u-c covered with what looks like brown 
rust, but is really oxidised silver. 


Suppose, to digress a moment, one

plan of scuaping away the bouse ana
